RECIPES FOR A DAY 


Creamy Kic« PuadtaB—One-half 


cup -uncooked rice one quart milk, 
one-fourth cup sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup raisins. Wash 
the rice and place in a buttered 
baking dish. Add the milk and 
other ingredients. 
Bake in a. slow 


oven for two hours. Stir frequent- 
ly to work in the crust which forms 
on top and to stir up the rice from 
the bottom1. As the brown top dis- 
solves in the hot milk, it gives a 
creamy, appearance to the .pudding. 
. Luncheon Toast—Two hard-boiled 
eggs, six slices of toast, one cup 
of strained tomato juice, one-third 
cup of cold water, two-thirds cup 
of hot milk, one-third teaspoon of 
salt, one-third teaspoon of 
soda, 


one tablespoon of butter, four ta- 
blespoons of flour,- one teaspoon of 
sugar. 


Simmer the tomato 
until hot, 


then add sugar, salt and soda until 
it boils. Rub the flour Jto a paste 
with cold water and add to tomato 
mixture. 
Cook five minutes, add 


butter and hot milk. 
Toast 
the 


bread on one side, arrange on a 
platter and pour tomato over all. 


Garnish 
with 
the 
hard-boiled 


eggs which should be cut in clices 
lengthwise. 


Stuffed Peppers—To (make suf- 


ficient stuffing fo,. six peppers of 
moderate size, melt two tablespoons 
of butter in a frying pan and in it 
fry a thinly sliced medium onion 
until the onion is a golden brown. 
Then add a cup 
/of ' coarse bread 


crumbs and brown them with the 
butter and onion. 


To this add a cup of corn scfaped 


from the cob and a well beaten egg. 
Season "with half a teaspoon salt, 
or more if desired. 


The mixture' is then ready to be 


placed in the peppers which have 
ben parboiled after the stems and 
seeds were removed.. The parboil- 
ing . removes the bitter taste and 
makes them more digestible. 


After 
stuffing 
thai peppers 
are 


covered 
with 
buttered 
crumbs, 


•nlaced in a buttered baking dish, a 
little water added, and baked "about 
half a:n hour.

Sour Cucumber Pickles— Select 


small cucumbers of uniform size, 
wash them and arrange in a crock, 
lined -with cahbage or grape leaves. 
Cover -with a brine that has been 
scalded, using a generous cup of 
salt to a gallon of water, and lay 
over the top additional leaves. Let 
stand over night. The next day 
drain, rinse and pack into sterilized 
jars. Add as you pack a few whole 
spices, to suit the individual taste, 
with » few bits of shredded 
red 


peppers and fill to overflow 
with 


boiling hot vinegar. 
These pickles 


ivill keep indefinitely. 
Sweet Cucumber Pickles—These 


arc .prepared as the sour picklas, 
save that brown sugar is scalded 
with the vinegar (to suit the taste) 
before pouring over the cucumbers. 
Add in addition^ to the whole spices, 
green nasturtium seeds and a few 
pieces of horseradish.
